“I have never seen a group of re- 
cruits marching to a depot without 
mentally asking what percentage will 
die legitimate. and honorable deaths 
from wounds, and what percentage will 
perish “from the neglect of 
ordinary sanitary precautions.

‘WATERTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 20—The 
question of sectarianism: in public pol- 
icy with particuar reference to schools 
was treated by Gov. Glynn today in 
several of the speeches he made on thé 
second lap of his 1,643-mile State tour. 
The Governor was inspired to a strong 
statement of his belief in a non-sec- 
tarian administration by an anonymous 
letter implying distrust of his expressed 
determination to keep religion and pol- 
itics apart, and by a letter from Mar- 
tin Waker of Buffalo, Secretary of the 
society known as the Guardians of 
Liberty. 

In an afternoon meeting in ‘the Town 
Hall at Ogdensburg, where 2,000 per- 
sons gathered, he said: 

“Just before I left Albany yesterday 
I received an anonymous letter asking 
for a statement of my Position on the 
public school question.’ I don’t know 
what prompted the letter or why the 
writér was afraid to sign his name, 
but I do know that the man who wrote 
that cowardly letter has no justifiable 
excuse for doubting my loyalty to the 
public schools, I was educated.in the 
public schools.

Edward B. Amend, Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of New York City, died 
last night from paralysis at his home, 
38 West ‘Seventy-fourth Street, in’ his 
fifty-seventh year. He had been in ill- 
health for a long time, and fainted on 
the bench and was “taken home last 
April. He spent the Summer at Sea 
Gate at the home of his brother, Will- 
fam J. Amend, anf returned to the city 
a week ago, and shortly after suffered 
a stroke of paralysis. 

Justice Amend is survived by his 
widow, who was Miss Catherine Ridder, 
a sister of Herman Ridder. His broth- 
er, who married Miss Anne Ridder, an- 
other sister, also survives him. Justice 
Amend was reputed to be very wealthy, 
owning a large amount of property on 
the east side. 

Edward B. Amend was born on the 
lower east side of New York City, in 
what was then popularly known as Little 
Germagy, on June 2, 1858. He was a 
son of Bernard Amend, at one time a 
member of the Board of Education and 
one of the founders of the New York 
Catholic Protectory and for many years 
a member of its Board of Trustees. 

Mr. Amend received his elementary 
education in the parochial school on 
Bast Fourth Street, between Avenues A 
and B, conducted by the Church of the 
Most Holy Redeemer. 

Upon the completion of his elementary 
studies he entered the College of St. 
Francis Xavier in West Sixteenth Street, 
New York. City, where he received the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts jn 1877 and 
of Master of Arts in 1878. He studied 
law at the Columbia Colles Law School, 
from which he was graduated with the 
eg of Bachelor of Laws in 1879.

‘DEAN OF JOURNALISM?’ DIES. | 


Rev. Washington Frothingham, Au-|° 
thor and Philanthropist, Was 93. 


FONDA, N. X. Oct, 20.—The Rev. 
| Washington Frothingham, journalist, 
author, and philarithropist, died at his 
home here today in his ninety-fourth 
year. He was said to have been the 
oldest newspaper man in the United 
States, and was known as the “ Dean of 
American Journalism ’’ and as “ The 
Hermit. of New York,” under which 
name he, contributed articles to New 
York, osten, and Mohawk Valley 
newspapers. His father was a well- 
known Judge in the New York State 
courts, and his mother was a niece of 
Washington Irving. 

Dr. Frothingham was educated at the 
Johnston Academy, and worked under 
Edwin D. Morgan, .Governor of this 
State during the civil war. During this 
time he began wri for the newspa- 

rs, and contributed to THE New York 

MEs and the other apes. In the 
course of his long Hfe he was intimate 
with many famous men, among them 
being Henry J. Raymond, William Cul- 
len Bryant, James Gordon Bennett, Sr., 
and Horace Greeléy. Dr. Frothingham 
took a theological eourse at Princeton, 
and among other religious work found- 
ed the West Side Church of Albany. 
He wrote a number of noteworthy 
books, and collaborated with. the late 
Charlemagne Tower in ‘ The .Literary 
— of a Journalist,” published in 


Dr. Frothingham made it his life pric. 
tice to give away the greater part of 
his income each year in helping his fel- 
low-men. 


Archbishop Michael F. Howléy. 

The Most Rev. Michael F. Howley, 
Archbishop of St. John’s, N. Fi, and 
Metropolitan ‘of Newfoundland, is dead 
at St, John’s. He was the son of an 
Trish immigrant, and was born at St. 
John’s in 1843, -After an education a 
St. Bonaventure’s @ollege at St. John's 
and the College of the Propaganda at 
Rome he-was ordained to the priesthood 
in 1868, and served for a time as Secre- 
tary to —— wn Eyrie of Glasgow.

CITY CLAIMS NOT PREFERRED 


Court of Appeals Decision In Case 
of Failed Northern Bank. 


The State Banking Department an- 
nounced yesterday that the Court of Ap- 
peals at Albany had handed down a de- 
emg denying the claim of the City of 
ew York to the preferential payment 
of about $200,000 which the city had ‘on 
deposit “with the Northern Bank of New 
York when that bank. failed in Decem- 
‘ber, 1910. The decision will have an im- 
portant effect on the funds of various 
other banking institutions which are in 
course of liquidation. 
The Court ‘of Appeals about a year 
ago decided in the matter of the Car- 
— Trust Company that the State of 
New York had succeeded to the rights 
and privileges of the Crown of England 
and was by virtue of sovereign preroga- 
tive entitled to priority of payment. 
Thereupon, the City of New York, 
through Frederic R *Coudert, as coun- 
sel, claimed that its deposits were also
